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7. A motor comprising: 

(a) a motor base including: 
(a-1) a base; 

(a-2) a bearing supporter protruded vertically from said base for 
supporting a bearing; 

(a-3) a stator supporter; 

(a-4) a terminal made of metal plate and disposed around said 
bearing supporter; 

(a-5) a metal tip extended outside of said motor base; 

(b) a stator mounted to said stator supporter; 

(c) a rotor supported by the bearing which is supported by said 
bearing supporter; and 

(d) a metal cover, of which end is fixed to said metal tip, for covering 
said rotor 2 

wherein the base has a substantially flat side extending from the terminal to the 
metal tip . 
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
